would make it possible frankly to compare them. 
He is indifferent as to the means taken to accom- 
plish this. He would be happy ‘himself to serve, 
or even to take the initiative in its accomplishment, 
in any way that might prove acceptable, but he 
has no desire to determine the method or the in- 
strumentality. One way will be as acceptable to 
him as another, if only the great object he has 
in mind-be attained. 

He takes the liberty of calling attention to the

but each is ready to consider the formation of a 
league of nations.to insure peace and justice 
throughout the world. Before that final step can 
be taken, however, each deems it necessary first to 


settle the issues of the present war upon terms 


which will ‘certainly .safeguard the independence, 
the territorial integrity, and the political and com- 
mercial] freedom of the nations involved. 

In the measures: to be taken to. secure the 
future peace of'the world the people and Gov- 
ernment of the United States are as vitally and 
as directly interested as the Governments now at 
war. Their interest, moreover, in the means to 
be adopted to relieve the smaller. and weaker 
peoples of the world of the peril of wrong and 
violence is as quick and ardent as that. of any 
other people or Government. They stand ready, 
and even. eager, to co-operate in the accomplish- 
ment of these ends, when the war is ayer, with 
every influence and resource at their command. 
But the war must first be concluded. The terms 
upon which it is to be concluded they are not at 
liberty to suggest; but the President does feel 
that it. is his right and his duty to point out their 
intimate interest in its conclusion, lest it should 
presently be too late to accomplish the greater 
things which lie beyond. its conclusion, lest the 
situation of neutral nations, now exceedingly hard 
to endure, be rendered altogether intolerable, and 
lest, more than all, an injury be done tivilization 
itself which can never be atoned for or repaired. 


The President therefore feels altogether justi- 
fied in suggesting an immediate opportunity for a 
comparison of views as to the ‘terms which must 
precede those ultimate arrangements for the peace 
of .the world, which all. desire’ and in which the 
neutral nations as well as those at war are ready 
to play their full responsible part. If the contest 
‘must continue to proceed toward undefined ends 
by slow attrition until the one group of belliger- 
ents or the other is exhausted; if million after 
miftion of human lives must continue to: be offered 
up until on the one side or the other there are no 
more to offer; if resentments must be kindled that

ADVANCE NEWS OF NOTE 


Wall Street Knew Before Mar- 
ket. Closed That President 
Was Addressing Belligerents. 


The hurried liquidation of a large 
volume of speculativé accounts in stocks, 
coupled with determined selling from 
professional sources, caused another 
sharp decline in the market yesterday.

LIKELY TO LEAVE DOOR OPEN 


Manchester Guardian Says Sen- 
timent for Effort to End 
War Grows in the Army. 


LONDON, Thursday, Dec. 21.—There is 
a atrong probability that Great Britain’s 
note in reply to the German peace pro- 
posal. will be made before Christmas. 
This was théopinion in well-informed 
Government circles last night, where it 
is also believed the reply will be brief 
and likely will follow the lines of Mr. 
Lioyd George's maiden speech as Prime 
Minister in so far as it will leave the 
door open for Germany to make concrete 
peace proposals. 

Great Britain's official reply to Ger- 
many, as prominent officials preferred 
to term it, will be dispatched simultane- 
ously: with that of her allies. Ever since 
the German note was handed to the 
Foreign Office. by the American Ambas- 
sador it has been the subject of discus- 
sions between Premier Lioyd George alta 
his: Cabinet Council, which meets daily. 
The note and the nature of the reply 
also have been discussed with’ Great 
Britain’s allies, and it is said that these

Overseas. News Says They Are 
‘Practically Unknown in Germany.’ 


BERLIN, Dec. 20, (by Wireless to 
Sayville.)\—Referring to reports of the 
founding. of an association for the 
manufacture and distribution of medals 
commemorating the sinking of the 
steamship Lusitania, the Overseas News 
Agency says:

Numerous 
Plans were — and are receiving 
tentative consideration.

IS THE HOUSE. MAD? . 

The Public Buildings bili of 1913 ap- 
propriated more than $40,000,000. It 
was full of wasteful projects. It 
sowed unnecessary costly public 
buildings all over. the country. It 
was flat spoliation- of the Treasury. 
Its opponents had twenty minutes to 
discuss it. Twenty minutes‘for a bill 
of fifty pages granting $40,000,000! 
Tt was passed in the House under 
suspension of the rules. | Discussion 
was choked. So helpless was the 
American people when $40,000,000 of 
its money was chucked away. 

To the American people in 1916 the 
Hbduge Committee on Rules is only a 
little kinder, to the $35,000,000 Pub- 
lic Buildings bill of 1916 only a Httle 
less kind. On Tuesday this com- 
mittee reported a rile limiting debate 
on the bill to four hours and requir- 
ing a vote when the reading of the bill 
for amendment.is finished. 

Four ‘hours for $35,000,000! This 
“gag rule” to drive through the 
House an enormous grab shows itself 
in the face of Secretary McApoo’s 
notice of a Treasury’ deficit of $185,- 
000,000. That same Tuesday the 
House passed the Legislative, Bxec- 
utive, and Judicial bill which _pro- 
vides an increase of wages or salary 
for 16,000 Government employés and 
an increase of $500 a year for each 
Representative’s secretary.

CHECK COLLECTING RULE. 


Boston, Philadelphia, and Richmond 
Now on “ Discretionary List.” 


Gates W. McGarrah, Chairman of the 
Clearing House Committee, announced 
yesterday that new rules governing 
check collection charges would become 
‘effective on Jan. 1. The principal 
change is that hereafter checks on Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, ‘and Richmond and 
items payable in Jersey City and Ho- 
boken will be on the so-called ** discre- 
tionary list,” that is, banks which are 
members of the Clearing House ‘wi'l be 
free to make any or no charges for col- 
lecting’ these items, while under the 
existing regulations member banks are 
required :to charge their depositors not 
less than 1% cents per item. 

It is expected that, as a result of the 
new ruling, banks will not make any 
charge for collecting checks drawn on 
banks in’ the cities mentioned, and thus 
return to the practice that was followed 
prior to last August... 

Another change in the rules has to do 
with the extension of the Clearing House 
Association's’ ‘‘.count check collection 
department.’ , Heretofore the member-

—5* Sept:1, 1916, but now the limit 
in time has been removed.
